Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 35 USC 112, first paragraph, enablement rejection over 
claims 43, and 45-47 and the 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection over claims 43, 45-47. 



Claims 43, 45-47, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 96/38481. 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record set forth at pages 8-9 of the previous Office action (9/22/09), pages 12-13 of the previous 
Office action (12/5/2006), pages 4-5 of the previous Office action (8/15/2007), pages 10-11 of the previous Office action (1/15/08), pages 5- 
6 of the previous Office action (7/25/08) and pages 6-7 of the previous Office action (3/12/09). 

Applicants argue that they have shown that the IL-6 receptor "encoded by the cDNA contained in the plasmid plBIBSF2R deposited as 
FERM BP-2232" encodes the IL-6 receptor per se and not gp 130 and therefore the 35 USC 102(b) rejection should be withdrawn.
